An  expert  in  social  research 
says  our  current  push-button 
age  has  given  us  a too-slick  for- 
mula for  life. 

Dr.  Joost  A.  Meerloo,  New  York 
School  of  Social  Research,  paint- 
ed a dissmal  picture  of  the  Amer- 
ican family  in  a recent  talk  in 
Winnetka,  111. 

HE  CALLS  US  stereotypes  of 
humans  who  have  over- romanti- 
cized love,  over-sophisticated 
psychological  concepts,  and  in 
general  have  become  “atomized.” 
Dr  Meerloo  blames  the  presss, 
radio,  movies,  television  and  a 
too-comfortable  way  of  life  for 
turning  us  into  conformists. 

‘Play-acting  is  dangerous,”  he 
says.  “Don’t  think  the  dramatic 
situations  you  read  in  books  ap- 
ply in  real  life.” 

“NO  MOVIE  OR  NOVEL,”  he 
says,  “can  describe  the  continu- 


ity of  a happy  marriage.”  Life 
begins  where  literature  leaves  off 
with  the  “happily  ever  after.” 

Dr.  Merloo  also  assures  par- 
ents they  are  the  best  educators 
children  can  have  . . . but  warns 
them  not  to  be  amateur  analysts 
or  to  “dabble  with  half-under- 
stood psychological  concepts.” 

He  believes  too  much  stress  on 
psychology  can  make  a family 
sterile  and  cold. 

THE  SOCIAL  researcher  at- 
tacks television  as  the  cause  of 
“T-V  apathy”  ...  a “disease” 
in  which  the  T-V  set  replaces 
family  warmth  and  affection. 

He  says  children  avoid  study 
when  confronted  with  T-V.  He 
points  out  that  in  1958,  seven- 
thousand  New  York  children 
could  not  be  promoted  from  first 
to  second  grade  because  of  a 
reading  block.
